DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 47-54 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 47 and 54 have been amended. Claims 1-46 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 47-54 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed December 21, 2007 are found persuasive. The prior 

art of record fails to teach the method of forming a searchable store as cited in 
independent claim 47.
